THE CROP OUTLOOK. 


Regarding the crop prospects 
throughout the State generally, the 
tone of the press is gloomy. The Sac- 
ramento Bee, some days since, com- 
mencing a review of the situation with 
the quotation, ** Hope deferred maketh 
the heart sick,”’ said: ‘“ For weeks the 
public have been hoping for rain 
which has not come, and which, from 
all appearances, is as far away now as 
it was a month ago. but natur:| 
that all desire to put the best face pos- 
sible upon the impending calamity, 
but it is scarcely ever profitable to 
try to deccive ourselves. If rain 
were to come within a few days in 
ample quantity there might be of grain 
half a crop or more, but to bring such 
yield rain must come soon. The hay 
and grain harvest is now threatened 
with annihilation, and the grasses to 
feed live stock during the summer will 
be’scant. The farmers’ crops and live 
stock are not likely to be profitable 
this year for want of rain, while the 
yield from the mines must also be light 
from the same cause. There is prom- 


- ise of a great fruit crop in all the or- 


chards in both mountain and valley 
districts.” 

The San José Mercury says that if 
rain “ does not come soon the mischicf 
will be irreparable. The grain crop in 
this valley (Santa Clara) will be al- 
most a total failure.’ The Ventura 
Free Press says thut ‘there is now 
every reason to believe that we must 
soon abandon it [hope] and settle down 
to the full realization of ‘the fact that 
agricultural interests are receiving 
serious damage.” The reports from

by some of our cotemporaries. Ever) 
dry year is a lesson whose teachings 
should not go unheeded by cultivators 
who have learned the value of the 
natural streams in a time of drouth.

ANAHEIM’S OSTRICHES:, 


Arriyal of the Fowts—Some Facts 
Concerning Them. 
From the Anahei o Gazette, March 24.] 

The twenty-two ostriches belonging to 
the ‘Southern California Ostrich Farming 
Company” arrived by the noon train on 
Thursday in charge of C. J. Sketchley, who 
has beey irrevereutly dubbed the ‘‘ostrich 
sharp.’’ The advent of the birds attracted 
a number of sight-seers to Costa station to 
witness the debarkation of the strange im- 
migrants. The transfer of the birds from 
the car to the large cage mounted on Gade’s 
truck, and the journey from the station to 
the farm, was accomplished without mis- 
hap of any kind. As preliminary to getting 
each bird from the car, Mr. Sketchley 
would steal warily behind the ostrich, 
grasp him firmly by the neck and slipa 
stoching over his head. In this condition 
the bird remuined passive, and permitted 
three men—two grasping a wing on each 
side and one shoving lustily behind—to 
get him into the cage. On arriving at the 
corrals they were turned louse, and mani- 
fested their joy by indulging in the most 
ludicrous antics. For over half an hour 
they kept up _an incessant waltz around 
the corral, and in other ways manifested 
their delight at escaping from their pent- 
up quarters in the car. 

Their present stopping place on the Mc- 
Gregor tract is only temporary. The Su- 
perintendent will examine various tracts 
in this vicinity before making a final loca- 
tion.

The birds get 
panic stricken at the advent of a dog, and 
rush against the sides of the corral with 
such force as to break their legs. At Cape 
Town the person who carelessly or mali- 
ciously introduces a dog into an ostrich 
farm is mulcted in £500 fine,

MISS BARROW’S EXAMINATION 


she Is Hela to Answer—Hay Arrest- 
ed, Charged with Rape. 
Miss Ella Barrow, the young lady who 
shot Andrew Hay in the postofiice, last 
Wednesday, inflicting only a scalp wound, 
wag arraigned before Justice Morgan yes- 
te for examination upon the charge of 
assault to murder. Never before has there 
been such @ crush in the city court 
room as was occasioned by this trial. The 


room was packed so full that it was im- 
ible for one to force his way either 
n or out. Even the passage-way and hall 
outside was densely packed. ixs Bar- 
row was accompanied by several members 
of her family and madoe impression 
upon the assemblage by her modest bear- 
ing. Hay was attended by his attorneys, 
Messrs. Hazard and Gage, and the desper- 
ateness of his case was made evident by 
the fact that they woa!ld uot allow him te 
answer any leading question on the ground 
that he would criminate himself. There 
can no longer be any doubt as to his guilt, 
and the charge of rape made against him 
seems, to stan * little less than proven. 
Immediatel after the proceedings in 
the case were closed, a warrant was issued 
for the arrest of Hay on a charge of rape. 
Hay left for home as soon as possible, and 
gprs Cruz, armed with a warrant 
of arrest, started after him, coming up 
with him just before he reached his 
ranch. He was brought back to the city, 
reaching here abott half past 6 o’clock.
